The people of this city 
will have fourteen hours of daylight 
In which to cast their votes, the polls 
opening at eunrlse. 5:15 a. m. and 
closing at 7:17 p. m. 
Senator Swanson Is expected to poll 
a good vote throughout the State, and 
while his opponent is making numer- 
ous claims of success, it is reasonable 
to believe that the Pittsylvanian will 
score a triumph and endorsement at 
the polls tomorrow at the hands of 
the Virginia people. It Is conceded 
that the Fifth Congressional District 
In which Senator Swanson's home is 
situated, will give him a handsome 


flocal campaign is close with 
c.port.ers of Frank ^Talbott mak- 
Ing Walms as high as, a two to one vic- 
tory and with more conservative peo- 
ple detecting a trend to Talbotjt with- 
in the past week and a "comfortable" 
J majority tomorrow night. The sup- 
! porters of *B. H. Marshall, however, 
(are highly enthusiastic and are said 
to be offering money on their man. 
Which Is also reported to be finding 
! «vid takers in the opposite camp. No- 
'body seems to be willing to venture 
[any figures. The total vote is ex- 
pected to reach about 2,500. A Re- 
publican, who has been viewing the 


contest as a neutral observer and who 
follows politics, gives Talbott a vic- 
tory at the polls, but this of course Is 
no more man a personal opinion, and 
In many quarters the -view prevails- 
that the primary will be a close-haul- 
ed affair. 
There is some complaint 
being 
made to the electoral board about 
judges, but "the board is holding its 
ground pretty stoutly. Objection was 
\~iade today to John G. Xiea, a veteran 
,judge In the second ward. The Mar- 
shall people represent that Mr. Lea is 
a game warden and is not qualified to 
be a Judge. The electoral board claims 
this Is an appointive office and not 
elective, and that he is entitled to act 
as judge. No change has been made. 
The clerk of the board, Jesse Benton. 
In answering complaint that young 
girls below the voting age have been 
appointed as clerks or tellers of the 
election, says that .the board has been 
unable to find anything in the election 
law bearing on the age limit. 
Another and more serious question 
has been raised. 
The election law 
provide* that the judges of election 
shall be appointed In May. This was 
not done, and, according to Mr. Ben- 
ton, never baa been done so far as he 
could, recall Still the point has been 
raised that the failure to comply with 
the strict letter of the law could be 
used as an argument to void'the pri- 
mary. 
Intense activity Is expected to be 
seen at the polls tomorrow with large 
organizations for both local candidates 
on hand prepared to bring out the 
vote and to check the voters at the 
polls. 
The electoral Board has required 
one judge in each precinct to make an 
official report to the c\erk of the board 
of the returns as compiled on the 
first count in order that there may be 
some official color to the figures given 
out. The law provides that after the 
election there shall be an official can- 
vass of the vote and this, of course, 
will take place. 
The primary is the sole topic of 
conversation today and there will be 
unabated interest in It until the re- 
sults are known. As there are only 
four names on the ballot it will be 
comparatively easy to render a return 
and It Is expected that the result will 
be In by ten o'clock tomorrow nigfct. 
Quite a new angle was injected into 
politics today when it became known 
that several' husbands have been 
heard to say that they did not ap- 
•prove of thelr-wives voting orfTfen- 
eral principle. The question has been 
raised that this Is a form of coer- 
cion or intimidation 
from voting 
which is an offense under the law. 
One man reported today that the 
names of several women had been 
secured who said that, while anxious 
to vote, their husbands would not 
hear about it. Efforts are beins made 
to determine just what influence has | 
been brought to bear, and a committee 
*was at work tryirtg to. reconcile hus- 
bands hostile to their wives' casting 
ballots.

Can't Quit Stealing, 


Girl Says In Court 


NEW TORK. July 31-—Frances 


Gilbert, a 17-year-old stenographer of 
8 First Avenue. Gogota. N. J.. yester- 
da ytold Justice Freschi. Herbert and 
Voorhees in Special Sessions, that she 
simply couldn't resist purloining ar- 
ticle* in department stores. She was 
arrested by store detectives on July 
25th last, when detected in the act of 
stealing a sweater worth 113.94 at 
Macy's. 
When she was called for trial Jus- 
tice Freschi. who presided, recognized 
her as the girl who was arraigned be- 
fore him last April for shoplifting and 
who was released on suspended sen- 
tence when she promised she would 
keep away from department stores. 
Detectives of the Stores Mutual Pro- 
tective Association at that time told 
he cour that she had twice before been 
caught stealing small articles, but was 
permitted to go when she signed state- 
ments admitting the thefts. 
'She just can't keep her hands off 
things when she is in a department 
store." Miss May Mangan. a probation 
officer told the justice. "She is an or- 
phan, and her brother, who lives with 
his family in Bogota Induced her to 
move to his home last Summer In an 
effort to remove her from temptation. 
She wa» employed In an uptown office 
when eh« wa* arrested In April la*t, 
but on her brother's InaUftaace, ehe 
obtained employment in a downtown 
office for the Mime reaaon."

LONDON, J*uly 21.—Indignation to

hub of the universe," is not near th 
center of even the state of which it i 
the capital. The "huV in that in- 
stance la merely the idea of th« Mas- 
sachusetts people that Boston- is the 
intellectual center of refinement of 
the world. 
Washington, the center of govern- 


mental activity in the United States, 
is more than 1,000 mils from the 
geographcal center of the Untted 
States. The location of the national 
capital has given rise to considerable 
agitation for its removal to a more 
central geographical location. 
St. 


Louis, Denver and other places in fhe 
middle west have been suggested as a 
preferential spot. 
The geographical center of West 


Virgnna is four miles eaet of Sutton 
in Braxton county: the central spot 
of North Carolina is 10 miles north- 
west of Sanford in Chatham county; 
nessee is five miles northwest of 
and the geographical center of Ten- 
Murfreesboro in Rutherford county. 


The position of the geographic cen- 


ter of the United States has been de- 
termined by the United 'States coast 
and Geodetic Survey and fells in 
Smith county, in northern Kansas, in 
latitude 29 degrees 50 minutes, longi- 
tude 98 degrees 35 mlnutee. 


A few years ago a prominent daily 


paper published an Illustration of a 
windmill which, it was said, was at 
the exact center of the Uited States. 
but it is not possible to fix so definite 
a location from any data now avail- 
able. 
All such estimates are ap- 


proximate only; when newer and bet- 
ter maps are available closer esti- 
mates of the centers may be made.

Bloodhounds May Seek Men 


Who Tarred Inspectors at 
Hagerstown — Strikers 
Deny Responsibility. 


HAGERBTOWTff. Md., July Si.— 


Prominent citizens of Haerstown, In- 
cluding many business and profes- 
sional men, are ready, to co-operate 
with the cotinty and city officials and 
the Western Maryland Railroad In 
running down and •yvmlahing to the 
limit .the perpetrators of tfie assault 
committed In the Western Maryland 
yards here late Friday night, when 
Walter Thompson of Baltimore and 
Dewey Batt, of Winchester. Va., two 
car inspectors were assaulted, beaten 
and the ularred ami feathered to 
their waists by nine masked men, 
presumably strikers. 


Strong- pressure is being brought 
to bear -upon the board of county 
commissioners to offer a reward of at 
least $1,000 for the arreet of the as- 
sailants 6f the men, and citizens are 
endeavoring to get the officials to 
bring bloodhounds here from Virginia- 
to help rui) down the men guilty of 
the crime. In the meantime Sheriff 
JCline and his deputies, Chief of Po- 
lice Thomas H. Barber and 
the 
Western 
Maryland 
detectives 
are- 
bending every effort to/this end. The 
officers, it is reported, ha-»s found 
clues that may lead to arrests soon. 
According to a. statement given out 
by railroad officers. Thompson and 
Batt sat down at the end of a train 
a'.vaitlng an engine and they were 
about 10 lengths from a guard when 
they were attacked. 
The guard said 
he heard no noise. When the men 
were missed .ggarch was made for 
them by "detectives. While the search 
was in progress, a message came 
from "WillJamsport that the men had 
been brought to that place in an au- 
tomobile. 
Officers immediately left 
for that towa and brought the 
wounded mgn to the hospital.

WASHINGTON, July 31.—Presi- 
dent Harding does not propose to be 
dictated to by spokesmen.-for—the 
American Legion, dicaBled -vterani or 
local interests in the selection of sites 
for hospitals for disabled veterans, of 
the world war. This emphatic state- 
ment today at the "White House fol- 
lowed receipt of another long tele- 
gram from CoL Sprague. Veteran's 
head, continuing his charges against 
Brig. Gen. Sawyer, the President's 
personal physician. 
llr. Barding, it was stated, will 
take advice regarding the selection 
of sites for hospitals for veterans 
eolely from the members of the gov- 
ernmental hospital advisory board, of 
which General Sawyer is a member 
Congress. In its wisdom or lack of 
wisdom, which is the way the presi- 
dent views the situation according to 
an authoritative statement 
today, 
placed responsibility for the selec- 
tion of these ales on the shoulders of 
the chief executive. 
It was added 
that the president will not delegate 
this responsibility to any one else. 
It was pointed out at the White 
House that in the Seventh District, 
where a fight has been in progress 
over the hospitallzation programme, 
nearly all of the hospitals for that 
district (Illinois. Indiana and* Michi- 
gan) were located at Chicago. When 
it was decided to put another hospi- 
tal in the district the president per- 
eonally demanded it ..be located In 
Michigan, which has not a single hos- 
pital for veterans. 


The same situation exists In other 
districts, it is said, and will be cor- 
rected as was the situation in the 
7th district, whenever possible, with- 
out regard to external pressure of 
suggestion from any source other 
than governmental. 
This attitude of the president I» 
considered as a definite answer to 
the demand of the Legion that Gen.

City medium* has been barred from 
further practice of her profession in 
this state.

Bessie Jones, a clerk In the office 


of the county attorney, arranged for a 
"reading," and though Mrs. McMas- 
ters received a spirit message from 
Minnehaha to the following effect: 


"You are going to meet a blond fel- 
low—a blond-headed fellow—and also 
a black-headed fellow, and this blond- 
headed fellow will come between you 
and the black-headed fellow. 
You 
are going to marry a. wealthy man." 
The attorney for Mrs. McMasters 
sought to save her from conviction 
on the ground that-the state prohibits 
interference with the free exercise of 
religious beliefs and practices, and 
that she is a member of the National 
S-lritualist Association, Intf, and has 
had a licnse to give spiritual advice 
to others, but Justice Bessey, of the 
criminal court of appeals, refused to 
take that view of it. 
"We admit our inability to decide 


conclusively whether this is a religion, 
or whether It. is a philosophy or a 
system of metaphysical speculation." 
said the Justice. "We are inclined to 
lean toward the latter view, but we 
are not sufficiently advised to decide 
that point. 
We do affirm that this 
record tends to show that, whether 
religious in its nature or not, it is a 
system of speculative philosophy, at- 
tended with superstitious credulity 
and. In the instant case, tinged with 
hypocrisy. 
The spiritualist associa- 
tion's principles of philanthropy and 
its belief in the golden, rule would 
apply to the Masonic order, the Elks, 
the Rotary club, or the Boy Scouts 
and like organizations, oone of which 
are considered religious organizations. 
Even if the purposes of this organiza- 
tion are religious in their nature, it 
it is difficult to see how the practice of 
giving 'readings' or telling fortunes 
concerning the mating inclinations of 
men and women could be religious in 
s~™- aense. 
, 
"This medium, while In a trance 
and assuming to speak for Minnehaha, 
told Bessie Jones, whom she supposed 
to be a love-lorn girl, that she would 
soon, meet an attractiv eblond boy, 
and that later a brunette would sup- 
plant him in her affections; that she 
would eventually marry a man of 
wealth, etc. All of which sounds 
very peculiar to this court. It seems 
like a gypsy fortune-teller, or the 
reading of the palm by some wrinkled 
old bag. "or, the interpretations Jif^ a 
crystal gazer In a. freak sideshow. "^ 
"Doubtless it was this- species of 
hypocrisy and legerdemain that the 
statute was intended to suppress. An 
innocent practice or entertainment 
whether o fa religious nature or not, 
may be regulated or suppressed where 
the tendencies and temptations to 
pervert It into evil channels are man- 
ifest, and where the evil is likely to 
overbalance the good. 
Phanta^tic 
philosophers and religious zealots, 
like other people, must conform to 
wholesome police regulations. 
"Appeals to the spirit world might 
have availed before the case reaches 
us, but here we have no jurisdiction 
over any spirits except those banned 
by tte 
prohibitory law. such as 
'Bourbon.' 'Mountain Dew,' 'Forked 
Lightning,' and like distillates-Hike 
those in the spirit world, some good 
and some bad." 
While the court found authority to 
place a band on the medium, it rec-. 
ommended clemency to the woman—*| 


"at least to the setting aside of the 
jail sentence" imposed by the lower 
court." 
"I made no pretense of communi- 


cating with the spirit of the poet's 
Minnehaha," says Mrs. McMaster. "1 
did communicate with a little Indian 
girl whom her parents called Laugh- 
ing Water. Laughing Water lived in 
the flesh, and she was killed in the 
Mountain Meadow massacre whclh all 
students of American hstory must 
have read about. The splrtl of Laugh- 
ing water frequently comes to me. It 
is most useful in finding lost articles 
or lost Individuals. 
No one who 
knows me would accuse me of at- 
tempting to communicate with the 
spirit of a mythical character." 


Mrs. McMaster is patfor of the Spir- 


itualist church In Oklahoma City. She 
says she has been a medium for 20 
years. 


The case against her. she said, was 


instigated through misrepresentation, 
"through a stool-pigeon who did not 
tell the facts." 
"It happened at a time when our 
association was seeking to get .a bill 
through the legislature. We planned 
to give a demonstration of the prac- 
tices of a medium as proof that we 
were entitled to better representation 
under the law. The demonstration 
was given in good faith, but misrep- 
resentation turned the affair to our 
diFanvtange." 


Mrs. McMaster declared that what 
she told Bessie oJnes about men came 
tiue. There was no misrepresentation 
or fraud on her part.

AIRPLANES-THEN" AND "NOW"

O you remember back 13 yearsi 


when Orville Wright thrilled the 
world by demonstrating to the United 
States government that two persons 
could be carried in a sustained air- 
plane flight? 
That was at Fort Myer, Va,, in 
190»..and marked the entry of the 
United "6tates into the airplane busi- 
ness. 
Take a look at the middle picture, 
above. It was in this machine that 
"Wright convinced a skeptical world 
that airplanes had more than suicidal 
possibilities as passenger 
carriers. 


With- Lieut. Frank P. Lahm, Signal 
2orps, as a passenger, he made a 
Sight of one hur and 12 minutes, 
traveling GO miles at an average speed 
of 40 miles an hour. A day or two 
afterward he carried Lieut, Benjamin 
D. Foulis over the 10-mile course 
from Fort Myer to Alexandria. Va,, 
at a speed of more than 42 miles an 
hour. 
Wright's triumph at Fort Myer was 
the outcome of continues experimen- 
tations since 1903, the year when man 
was fift lifted into the air by a power- 
propelled airplane. 
The man was 
Orvil'e Wright. 
The flight, which 
lasted 59 seconds, was made at Kitty 
Hawk, N. C-, in a biplane. A speed 
of SO miles an hour was attained. 
But since that first abounding pas- 
senger flight of 1909! Take a look 
at the upper picture. It is a Ver- 


ville racer, seveii oi vaiich v/lll be 
entered in the airplane races this fall. 
Its powerful motor is expected to 
drive it at more than 200 miles an 
hour. 
In the lower picture is shown one 


of the three planes which make daily 
flights between Cleveland, O., and De- 
troit, Mich., on a regular passenger 
line operatefl by the Aeromarine Air- 
ways Company. These planes carry 
14 persona, and cover the 110-mile 
journey in approximately an hour and 
a. half. Since the inauguration three 


years ago of air-passenger service in 
various part* of the country by this 
company, it has transported thousands 
of oersons without an injury or fa- 
tality. 
Also consider the record of the 
United States air mall service. With 
not a fatality recorded against, it dur- 
ing the past year, planes have cover- 
ed more than 1,750,000 miles on the 
various divisions between New York 
and San Francisco, carrying mail mat- 
ter weighing 1,224,500 pounds—a to- 
tal of more than 49,000,000 letters.

Ifreaa.)—Congressional outbursts of 
oratory in defense of state rights to 
th econtrary, Uncle Sam la, has, and 
will continue to be a most indulgent 
"father" to the forty-eight states of 
the Union in matters monetary. 
His annual output to the states for 
social welfare 
and 
Improvement* 
dents the treasury vaults upward* of 
one hundred and eleven million* ot 
dollars a year. 


A concrete example of the eaee 
with which "Uncle" is worked Is of- 
fered by a perusal of treasury depart- 
ment records for th* fiscal year just 
closed. 
During the twelve months 
ended June 30, 1922, Uncle Sam do- 
nated, for the promotion of educa- 
tion, construction of roads, preven- 
tion of disease, etc.. exactly $111,- 
065,808. 
Other expenditures during 
the year for the sole benefit of the 
states places the total 
materially 
higher, tut this figure indicates the 
major output annually, and probably 
will be slightly exceeded during the 
fiscal year 19:3.

Hill hospital, when ho had b**n 111 
for neveral weeks of heart disease. 
His nines dated back IPWO X0ars. and 
he had almost regained hi •health 
when his activities In welcoming the 
delegates of the Japanese Business 
Men's Mission, Baron Bhibusawa's 
party, and the Japanese delegates to 
the disarmament conference brought 
on a recurrence of his illness. 
He 
was forced to take to his bed on Dec. 
1C. 1921. and ntyer again regained his 
strength. 


With Dr. Takamtn* at the time of 


his death were his wife, his two sons, 
Eben and Joklchl, with their wives 
and his sister. Mrs. J. Takehashl. A 
few intimate friends were also at the 
bedside. 


Born. In Japan ia 1S54 


Dr. Takarnlne was widely known In 


the United States and Japan for his 
work for better relations between the 
two countries and his achievements In 
chemistry. H ewas born Nov. 8. 1154 
at Kanarawa City in Kaga Province, 
Japan, the first son of Sel-chi and Yu-, 
ki Takamlne and a samurai of the,' 
Kanazawa clan. His father was a pli> - 
slclan to the Prince of Kaga. 
When 


12 years old he went to Nangasaki tc ' 
study under the Portuguese Consul, 
and later went to Asaka to study med:- 
cnie. He was one o.f the first grad- ' 
uates of the Imperial university of Ja- 
pan at Tokio, taking his degree in En- 
gineering and chemistry. 
He then 


went as a government student to the 
University of Glasgow and the Ander- 
sonian University of Glasgow, where 
he spent three years. 


On his return to Japan Dr Taka- 


min waa afio.inte.d chemist of the de 
partment of agriculture and com 
merce where he did much to improv 
the brewing of sake and the makin 
of Indigo. 
The quick aplicability o 


his inventions to commercial 
use; 


was always a marked feature of hi 
work 
His appointment as Jaj>anes< 
commissioner to the cotton centennla 
world's fair at New Orleans in 1884 
was the turning point of his life, fo 
there he met Mis Carolina Hitch 
whom he married, and resolved t 
spend the rest of his- life in the 
United States. 


Has Two Greatest Discoveries 
He went to Toklo in 1887 to erec 


the first superphosphate works in Ja 
pan, and his two sons, Jokichi and 
Eben were born there 
He returnee 


to America In 1890 and began his re 
search work which brought him recog 
nltion as a commercial chemist. His 
two greatest discoveries were adren 
alin and takadiastase. He discover- 
ed adrenalin in 1900, through experi- 
ments with the glanda fo sheep. It 
now manufactured from bovine glandi 
and is used by surgeons throughpu 
the world to raise blood pressure, 
which is accomplished through the 
contraction of the small areries. 
It 
has made posible bloodies surgery in 
ininor operations, especially on the 
eye, ear and throat. He was honored 
for feis discovery by surgeons all over 
the > orld. 


Dr. Takamlne discovered takadlas- 
tase in 1894 It is obtained from a 
fungus growth mainly on the rice 
plant, known as aspergillus oryzae 
and is largely used in the fermenta- 
tion of sake, or rice beer in Japan. It 
is also used by physicians for starch 
digestion and is today a remedy known 
to all druggists. 


A company was formed In Chicago 


for the manufacture of this product 
and it soon became very profitable In 
tte meantime*.' h»> introduced many 
Useful industries fnto' Japan, among 
which were soda works, 
fertilizer 
works, dye, alkali and aluminum, anc 
was also the founder of a large phar- 
maceutical corporation He establish- 
ed a chemical and pjiycical research 
laboratory at Tokio and on his re- 
turn here set up a laboratory of his 
own at Clifton. X. J 
Decorated by Japanese Emperor 
Dr. Takamlne was made doctor of 
chemical engineering in the Univer- 
sity of Japan and doctor o* pharma- 
cology in 1906. He was decorated by
